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School district officials were 
pleased and even surprised 
when the college consulted 
them some months ago as part 
of planning Its 1969 summer 
session program.

Many of those consulted 
stated that in their experience 
teachers had been disappointed 
too often by courses which in 
no way took into account the 
materials, methodology, and 
other professional needs of the 
teacher.

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Legislators Ask Federal 
Hearing on Border Plan

A resolution authored by L. 
E. (Larry) Townsend, (D-67th 
District) calling upon the t'.S. 
Congress to conduct hearings 
in Southern California to possi­ 
bly close the border to minors 
has passed both houses of the 
State Legislature.

Townsend, in h.s resolution 
(A.IH5), pointed out that the 
use of narcotics by minors has 
become an extremely serious 
problem in California, and that 
considerable evidence in­ 
dicate-; that large quantities of 
narcotics are brought into the

state from Mexico, by minors.
"The situation is of concern 

to those cities in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and particularly those 
with close proximity to the 
Mexican border," Tovnsend 
said.

He pointed out that since the 
federal government has Juris­ 
diction over ports of entry to 
the United States, any dosing 
of the border must be made af­ 
ter a study by a congressional 
committee.
